What- 
ever she earned she bestowed upon 
those who were in need, or diverted 
it towards those high and uplifting 
ideals that it seemed her special 
mission to uphold. 

" And wisest she in this whole wide land 
Of hoarding till bent and gray ; 
For all yon can hold in your cold, dead 
hand, 
la what yon have given away. 

' ' And whether to wander the stars or to 
rest 
Forever hushed and dumb ; 
She gave with a zest, and she gave her 
best, 
And deserves the best to come." 
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On Saturday, September 19th, 
Miss Jane Tomlinson Meigs passed 
from this life into life eternal. She 
died of old age. The sands of life 
ran out in her eighty-eighth year. 

Few of the teachers of this day 
and generation know much concern- 
ing Jane T. Meigs. Yet she was a 
teacher of the deaf for forty-six con- 
secutive years, in the New York 
Institution for the Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb. Her work began 
in the year 1851, and continued 
until 1897, when she was retired 
upon a pension. 

Miss Meigs was born in 1821, on 
the Island of Ceylon, where her 
father had been a missionary more 
than forty years. She was graduated 
from the Albany Female Academy, 
Class of 1838, and was the last 
survivor of her class. 

As a teacher of the deaf, she was 
unusually successful. The charm 
of her personality was her unaffect- 
ed, cheerful ways, and a goodness of 
heart that was both simple and un 
ostentatious. She was by nature 
both charitable and devout. She 
was passionately fond of flowers, 
and most of her spare time was spent 
in nurturing them. She could see 
more beauty in a single leaf than 
ordinary people would note in a 
complete conservatory. She was 
the exact antithesis of the one about 
whom the poet wrote; — 

' ' A primrose by the river's brim, 
A yellow primrose was to him, 

And it was nothing more." 

One of Miss Meigs' greatest 
triumphs in floriculture was a Night- 
Blooming Cereus. Well does this 
writer remember how she gathered, 
around this plant, some twenty or 
more teachers and officers in the 
main hall of the Institution, and how 
they all watched and wondered as 
the bud began to open (about ten 
o'clock at night) and gradually as- 
sumed the proportions of a beauti- 
ful flower, finally to droop and die. 
The plant would remain barren of 
flowers for a whole year, until again 
the wonderful process was repeated, 
to tbe great joy of the loving, care- 
ful, anxious floriculturist — a joy 
which everyone seemed to feel and 
share in sympathy with her. 

Jane T. Meigs was one of those 
rare beings who thought no ill and 
said of others nothing but good. 
She was benevolence personified. 
Her. charities were many, and she 
stinted herself to give to others. 
As the minister in his eulogy at her 
funeral said, she was one of those 
ct ones. She created no stir. 
She moved and acted and worked 
with a modesty that was as unas- 
suming as it was effective. She 
was one of tbe charter members of 
the Church of the Puritans, and in 
olden days, when transit facilities 
were meagre, she would walk re- 
gularly every Sunday to the Church, 
a total distance of nearly six miles. 
She lived a long life, and through it

The death of Albert Schrelner, 
which occurred on September 5th, 
1908, removed from this community 
a familiar figure. Although ha 
was latterly resigned to his domestic 
circle for the most part, he was 
withal a genial, jovial, and good 
fellow, well liked by all his friends, 
He was also known as an amateur 
athlete, possessing a fine physique, 
and a lover of sports. His death 
thus came as a great shock to his 
friends, who had not been apprised 
of the serious nature of his sickness. 
The belief is general that his oc- 
cupation as a brass polisher under- 
mined his health and sent him to 
an untimely grave. Whatever his 
wordly pleasures, Mr. Schreiner 
had professed Christianity as will 
be seen by the following extract 
from a letter of sympathy to the 
widow by a friend : •• I always liked 
Albert, as a nice young man. I re- 
member that I led him to our Lord 
Jesus Christ and he accepted him 
like " Iamb. It was a very inspir- 
ing sight to see him confirmed, and 
I know he tried to live a Christian 
life." 

Shortly before his death he was 
visited and ministered to by the 
Rev. C. O. Dantzer, Pastor of All 
Souls' Church for the Deaf, whore 
Mr. Schreiner had attended. His 
last words, " I have suffered great- 
ly, but feel bettor. Let me sleep," 
but mildly express his sufferings, 
for they wore Ottered just prior to 
closing his eyes for the last time. 
A short time previous he was de- 
lirious and in great pain when a 
hemorrhage set in, arter which he 
sank rapidly into his last sleep. 
The funeral took place on the fol- 
lowing Wednesday afternoon, at two 
o'clock, from his late residence, 2261 
Brill Street, Frank ford. He was 
handsomely laid out, amidst many 
floral offerings. Mr. John Tarry, 
who was Mr. Sehroinor's life-long 
friend, sunt a beautiful offering with 
the inscription, '• My Chum." About 
forty deaf viewed the remains at the 
house. Unfortunately, the Rev. 
Mr. Dantzcr|was engaged elsewhere, 
and so there was no servico at the 
house. The casket was conveyed to 
St. Stephen's Episcopal Church, 
nearby where the commital service 
was performed by the Rev A. J. 
Arkiu, and the remains were then 
iotfrred Id Glen wood Cemetery 
beside Mr. Schreiner's parents, both 
of whom are decased. Messrs.

The «Jnlli»u«lrt Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late UeY. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.I)., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Motet. The present Church 
li situated on 148th Street, just west 
of AniMtonlani Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-five feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of hucIi a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
ol' religious an'] social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped dining Imh lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which bis name has always 
been associated. This wuh not per- 
mitted, nml it. is suggested as a 
inoHt, fitting memorial to him that 
this work be "ow undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mules. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the Street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
Stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be uHed lor the social, re- 
ligiooj and Industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for "The Gallau- 
'. Pariah Bo tiding" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in Its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. Tlioy themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
